m ent costs.

Congress at p resent is engaged 
in a stu dy of the p roblem of tax 
.“ev asion.” Howev er, the national 
lawmaking body also shou ld con­ 
sider the millions of dollars that 
are being lost to the Federal 
treasu ry annu ally throu gh the 
u nw arranted granting of ex emp ­ 
tions to those who are fortu nate 
enou gh to be on the p u blic p ay ­ 
roll. 
Ev en thou gh an amendment to 
the Federal Constitu tion may be 
necessary in order to attain the 
objectiv e, Congress shou ld, act 
withou t 
fu rther 
delay . There 
m u st be an end to tax ex emp ­ 
tions, esp ecially in so far as they 
are granted by reason of p u blic 
emp loy ment, if the av erage p er­ 
son in p riv ate enterp rise is not 
to feel that he is being v ictim­ 
ized by bu reau cratic greed and 
selfishness.

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A STEP TOWARD AUTOCRACY? 
While many lawy ers are stating that the new 
farm aid bill of the Secretary of Agricu ltu re is 
the most comp licated bit of legislation that has 
been handed to Congress for action u p to this 
time, y et it seems reasonably clear that Mr. 
Wallace p rop oses to p rov ide for gov ernment 
control of fiv e of ou r leading farm crop s — 
wheat, tobacco, rice, cotton and corn. The gov ­ 
ernment throu gh the control which Congress 
may set u p wou ld be giv en the p ower to set q u o­ 
tas for each farmer, so far as these fiv e crop s 
are concerned. If a farmer p rodu ced more than 
his q u ota called for he wou ld be su bjected to a 
heav y p enalty in the shap e of a p u nitiv e tax on 
the ex cess crop which he p rodu ced. 
This, of cou rse, wou ld be a retu rn ap p lication 
of the theory - that the way for the farmer to get 
rich is to p rodu ce less and sell it for higher 
p rice. Presu mably the less he raised the more 
he wou ld earn, althou gh we were tau ght in the 
old horse and bu ggy day s that the way for the 
agricu ltu rist to p rosp er was to raise a good crop . 
One seriou s drawback is, u nfortu nately , that Mr. 
Wallace has no control ov er the size of the crop s 
to be raised by the farmers in other lands, and 
there is no reason why these aliens may not 
p rofit in y ears of ou r scarcity to sell to u s the 
p rodu ce which ou r farmers failed to raise. This 
p rocess wou ld be made easier by Secretary Hu ll’s 
p lan of redu cing tariff barriers, thereby p ermit­ 
ting a freer market to foreign commodities. 
Bu t this is not the only disq u ieting featu re of 
the Wallace p rogram and by no means the most 
seriou s one. This emp owering the gov ernment 
to control the bu siness of the indiv idu al farmer 
is another step toward the au tocratic control 
which we hav e in Eu rop ean cou ntries like Ru s­ 
sia, Germany and Italy . It seems to gain signi­ 
ficance from the fact that the p rop osed labor 
bill to regu late hou rs and wages takes au thority 
from the indu strialists and laborers themselv es 
and p laces it in the hands of a gov ernment com­ 
mission which, of cou rse, is to be ap p ointed by 
the President and will therefore, be directly 
u nder his control. If these two p rop osals, like 
the late and u nlamented NRA, do not indicate 
another step toward fascism and a longer one, 
then the av erage stu dent of p olitics and eco­ 
nomics will be sadly mistaken. 
Once the camel of federal control gets his 
nose u nder the tent, then his whole body is likely 
to follow. Therefore, while the p rop osed farm 
’Mil regu lates only fiv e of ou r major crop s, there 
is ev ery likelihood that, if the au thority is giv en, 
the control will u ltimately be ex tended to other 
commodities, u ntil the entire farming indu stry 
is u nder strict gov ernmental control. Doesn’t 
this sou nd ju st a little like au tocracy ? 


general direction of heartlessness and bru tality 
and inhu manity . 
They may claim that Attila 
set the accep ted standards and that there are 
few imp ortant dep artu res from them throu gh­ 
ou t the ages. 
Bu t this theory , it seems, is v u lnerable to 
refu tation. In the World War it was a common 
p ractice for av iators to sweep down ov er adv anc­ 
ing colu mns and sweep them witn machine gu ns, 
aiso to drench the trenches with bu llets irom 
abov e, 
in Sp ain and Ethiop ia, howev er, there 
hav e been refinements and imp rov ements in 
methods of achiev ing horror. 
These two con­ 
flicts hav e been attended by almost daily rep orts 
of p lanes p ou ring a stream of death into mobs 
of civ ilians, women and children. 
What is most tragically significant is that 
these p ractices are accep ted as a matter of fact 
and cau se no rev u lsion of p u blic sentiment. Why , 
tnen, shou ld breath be wasted on the su bject of 
ru les of international warfare? Why shou ld 
there be indignation when wells are p oisoned, 
the bodies of men are consu med by liq u id fire, 
when saw-edged bay onets and du m-du m bu llets 
are u sed? Why not simp ly accep t General Sher­ 
m an’s ju dgment that war is hell and let it go 
at that, withou t emp ty talk and meaningless 
motions dealing with the ethics of war and the 
ru les of civ ilized warfare?

BEES AND AUTOS 
“He died of inju ries su ffered when his au to 
crashed into a tree while he was try ing to bru sh 
a bee from the car.” 
The abov e, from the news colu mns, tells a 
story of what, with more or less tragedy , often 
hap p ens this season of the y ear when bees are 
honey gathering. 
It is well to remember these few ru les if,a bee, 
or any allied stinging insect, enters y ou r car 
as y ou are driv ing: 
First, the string of a bee is not fatal/ It 
doesn’t hu rt mu ch more than a bite from a 
mosq u ito, thou gh the su bseq u ent p ain and swell­ 
ing are somewhat greater. Promp t ap p lication 
of amonia, bicarbonate or baking soda or ev en 
wet mu d — any thing that is a strong alkali — 
will, to a degree, cou nteract the effect of the 
acid injected by the bee’s sting. 
Second, don’t get p anicky . 
The bee in y ou r 
car is ju st as frightened as y ou are and more 
anx iou s to get ou t than y ou are to ou st it. The 
bee bu zzes frantically on the windshield. Swat­ 
ting at it with y ou r hand or handkerchief only 
frightens it the more. Then in its darting abou t 
it may strike y ou r face and sting. 
The needless fear of a simp le sting or the 
swatting which div erts y ou r attention from man­ 
aging the car may cau se a fatal crash. 
Third, if a bee gets in y ou r car, steer ov er to 
the side of the road. 
Op en both doors. 
The 
cross draft of air will carry the bee ou t or its 
natu ral instinct to seek freedom will cau se it to 
fly ou t. If y ou feel afraid, after y ou hav e op ened 
the doors, get ou t y ou rself. The bee will p robably 
fly ou t before y ou . 
Then y ou may continu e y ou r jou rney in safety .

Some of these indiv iduals, he 
said, as well as some of the sev ­ 
en m entioned Friday in discus­ 
sion of foreig n personal hold­ 
ing companies, m ig ht be sum ­ 
moned before the com mittee. 
None of the sev en, he added, 
has v olunteered to subm it to 
q uestioning .

w ant to leav e the United States 
to av oid additional publicity .
